I am most grateful to the Chairman for amending the minutes —

Bince the mistake arose at the last meeting through a ‘oartain 
lack of explanation, I feel it might be appropriate at this point. 
to give you an account of my work during the past year, 1964 = 5, 
as archivist to the Delius Trust. es ' 


My first task was to produce a proper bibliographical cata~ 
logue of the music, letters and other Deltana, remaining in 
narniscript in the possession of the Trust. 


.- By February of this year, the music had been foliated into 
volumes, ready for Binding. At this stage’ all. the manuscripts | 
were microfiimed.s . A negative film has gone to the bank for ‘safe= 
keeping, and will be: useful for any facsimiles required in the — 
future. A positive film is availiable for student research, to be 
read with the usual archival reading machines, 


I have just finished checking my rough’ notes. of the detailed 
music manuscript catalogue, and am. aboub to type the first- fair 
COpys 


Where manuscripts, published or unpublished, are known to be 
in litraries or private collections, I am hoping it will be 
possible t6 obtain photocopies or, at least, bibliographical 
details for a further catalogue of Delius bs outside the Trust's 
possessions I have already begun this work as occasion has arisen, 
and should like to see it through, to compte if my other — 
commitments allow,:. If-not, I hope the Society will assist the 
Trust im: avery way to see it is done. ; 


My method of cataloguing the letters is deliberately slow, in 
order to try to prevent any further accumulation of the all too 
prevalent inaccuracies concerriing Delius, 


I-try “to trace the legal heir of each letter writer reprosented 
in the archives, This has alroady resulted in the arrival of over 
100 letters from Delius, sent to us in Xerox copy or loaned to me 
to copy. , 


Each letter 1s analysed for contents, except in the case of a 
large series, in which case, a general description is made and 
especially interesting letters noted. An attempt to date every 
letter 1s also made, Each letter writer receives a short 
biography in the catalogue, and, as not all are famous, this often 
takes time to unearth, 


The Norwegian section of the archives being the most completa, 
I submitted, with the permission of the Trust, a volume of 
Norwegian correspondence to Macmillan & Co. for their criticism 
and comment without obligation to publish. - The material was. —- 
found to be of absorbing interest, and so, even though the volume ~ 
was rejected as such, it made this “preliminary canter*® worthwhile.

It was felt that Delius could only be properly represented as the 
nultienational person he.wes if-the full and definitive edition of 
his letters was authorised by the Trust on the usual. orthodox. lines, 
It was kindly suggested that, if this were done, I sHKould be 
retained as collator, although it was felt that an experienced 
Linguist:Should be ‘brought in as editor. ~ Tho Trust will only be 
ini -a proper position to decide about this when the cataloguing’ is 
finished. In the meantime they have fot been committed in any way.
